passenger pigeon, now extinct because 
of its ruthless slaughter: 


There are 
several 
varieties 
of 


pigeons. We called them wild pigeons. 
They were also known as the Ameri- 
can passenger pigeon. 
They were 


found from the Atlantic coast to the 
Rocky Mountains often gathering in 
innumerable flocks. 
At 
one 
time 


they were the most numerous of any 
variety of birds known in our country. 


I The younger generation can have no 


! conception of the innumerable multi- 
tudes of pigeons that used to visit our 
'fields and woods 
The flocks were 


so dense that they would cast a great, 
shadow, and for the moment hide the 
stm from view 
When they would 


light on the trees the limbs would 
sway to and fro, and sometimes crack 
and break under their compact weight. ^ 


The killing of the pigeons by our | 


forefathers was the 
most wholesale ] 


slaughter of birds known in the his- 
tory of our early times.

'pigeons that were slain in the days 
when these birds were ' so plentiful.

(Text—Genesis 37:18-2S.) 


There are no causes for misery 


more common than, and none so dis- 
tressing as family discord. The closer 
the tiea that bind, the greater tlie 
chafing may be and the. sorer the 
wound that this chafing m:ikes. The 
sweeter the fruit, tlio sourer tlie vin- 
egar; and when family affection turns 
sour, the product Is worthy of the dis- 
cord of the bottomless pit. 


No better illustration of the causes 


and results of family discord does the 
Hible afford than the story of Joseph, 
his father and his brethren. 


How many children today grieve 


over the preference of parents for a 
brother or sister! The less favored 
<me is not so winsome or pretty, per- 
haps, or he finds it less easy to express 
hfs affection; and in secret, though too 
proud to tell his sorrow, he grieves 
over this partiality, and comes to 
think at last that he has no chance to 
make his way in life in comparison 
with his more favored brother. 


Nothing Is more foolish tlnm tlie 


exhibition of such partiality. Indeed, 
It is almost criminal. It is npt to ren- 
der the favored one conceited and top- 
lofty, and to depress and mortify and 
sour the less attractive. It is gratify- 
ing to know that often the affection of 
father nud mother is poured out. more 
lavishly on the sick, the crippled, the 
Ill-favored; but when tin1 reverse is the 
case, family quarrels are sure to fol- 
low.

There was a roost at or near what 
is now Boot-Jack, one near Whistle- 
town,' and another near Montmorency 
These big roosts were occupied early 
n April each year.

The (|n!y Remedy for the Quar- 
, rels iri ihe Home Is Greatest 
' 
Thing in World—Love. 


(Text—Genesis 37:18-2S.) 


There are no causes for misery 


more common than, and none so dis- 
tressing as family discord. The closer 
the tiea that bind, the greater tlie 
chafing may be and the. sorer the 
wound that this chafing m:ikes. The 
sweeter the fruit, tlio sourer tlie vin- 
egar; and when family affection turns 
sour, the product Is worthy of the dis- 
cord of the bottomless pit. 


No better illustration of the causes 


and results of family discord does the 
Hible afford than the story of Joseph, 
his father and his brethren. 


How many children today grieve 


over the preference of parents for a 
brother or sister! The less favored 
<me is not so winsome or pretty, per- 
haps, or he finds it less easy to express 
hfs affection; and in secret, though too 
proud to tell his sorrow, he grieves 
over this partiality, and comes to 
think at last that he has no chance to 
make his way in life in comparison 
with his more favored brother. 


Nothing Is more foolish tlnm tlie 


exhibition of such partiality. Indeed, 
It is almost criminal. It is npt to ren- 
der the favored one conceited and top- 
lofty, and to depress and mortify and 
sour the less attractive. It is gratify- 
ing to know that often the affection of 
father nud mother is poured out. more 
lavishly on the sick, the crippled, the 
Ill-favored; but when tin1 reverse is the 
case, family quarrels are sure to fol- 
low.

ily life of .lamb's sons. \W can easily 
trace the course of the quarrel which 
utmost ripened into murder.
